A RUSSIAN EXECUTION 


Remarkable Sang Frold of aDeaperate 
Criminal on the Scaffold. 

Some time ago a Russian criminal 
was executed in St. Petersburg. He 
had during the last two years miir 
dered twelve persons, the last one he 
Ing a priest. The law did not show 
this monster any mercy, but speedilv 
condemned him to death. 

Stebljunskl was the name of thli 
wliole-tale murderer, and he hoped to 
the last for clemency. When the death

to live, he raged and swore to revenge 
himself in the most terrible manner. 
After being left alone in the cell the 
first tiling he did was to break his 
lump, atid, proeuriiig some matches, he 
set tire to the oil.

Fortu¬ 
nately the fire was discovered In time 
mid gotten under control before much 
dmiiiige had been done, but In the 
meantime a terrible struggle ensued 
between the keepers and the crlinlmil, 
who had fortittiHl himself with an Iron 
bur, taken from hls bedstead.
